Two Prominent Covlna Rancher* Have 


Eaten Nothing For Over 


Two Week*. 


David Overholtzer and Perry Bash- 


ore, two of Covina's well known ranch- 
ers, have been undergoing a period of 
fasting for the benefit of health. Mr. 
Overholtzer has already been nineteen 
days without a morsel of food, and 
Mr. Bashore fifteen days. Drs. Reed 
and Jennings are attending the cases, 
there are many strange features to be 
observe^ in the process of such a 
cure as this one. The fasting la not. 
advocated by the physicians, but is 
allowed to go to a certain point. Noth- 
ing but pure water hna passed the 
lips of either man since they began 
the fast. 


David 
Overholtzer says that all 


craving for food left him on the sixth 


day, 
and that he will continue the fast 


until the natural craving comes back 
again. Perry Bashore was up In the 
main part of the town on the thir- 
teenth day of his fast, and loaded his 
wagon with sacks of grain at the mill, 
feeling, he said, as strong as usual. 
Mr. Overholtzer drove his large tour- 
ing car to Pasadena and back again 
on the seventeenth day of his fast and 
is still working about his place a part 


tof each day. When Mr. Bashore start- 
ed In he weighed 207 pounds, He now 
weighs close to 180 pounds and is los- 
ing steadily. He was troubled with 
stomach disorders and skin affection. 
Overholtzer weighed 146 pounds on 
the beginning of his fast. He has 
dropped to 125 pounds. On the seven- 
teenth day -he weighed 128. Bashore 
swathe thifteeotb-41t!$V& 
potinda.

COUNTY TO QUARRY 
ITS OWN 


STONE. 


One Million Tons Will Be Needed In 


Plans For Good Roati Improve- 


ments—Will Buy Property 


Near Glendora. 


The county will quarry one million 


tons of rock from its own property to 
supply stone for the 309 miles of good 
roads to be improved under the $3,- 
500,000 bond issue. 


That decision was definitely reach- 


ed 
when 
the 
supervisors 
voted 


unanimously to purchase an 80-ocre 
quarry in San Dimas canyon, near 
Giendora, fronr William H. Thompson 
for $3000. 


Lnder the law, notice of Intention 


to purchase must be published, so 
that 
the county will not come into 


actual possession of the property for 
a couple of weeks. 


After that a rock-crushing plant 


will be installed without delay, and 
it is estimated, the first rock will be 
ready to use on the roads within two 
months. 


This means that rock from private 


quarries will not be used on any 
piece of road to be improved under 
the $3,500,000 bond Issue except up- 
on the section of the El Monte road 
for which the contract was let today. 


For all future contracts rock will 


be furnished by the county, so that 
contractors will simply bid on the 
road making, and not on the rock sup- 
ply. 


This venture of the county in the 


quarrying business means sin expen- 
diture of about half a million dollars. 


About 1,000,000 
tons 
of crushed 


rock will be used, it is estimated, and 
the cost of production will be about 
00 cents a ton. 


The quarry land purchased is about 


two and 
one-half 
miles from 
the 


Santa Fe, four miles from the South- 
ern Pacific, and only one-eighth of a 
mile from the proposed ex'.ention of 
the Pacific electric tracks. 


Spurs will be built in from all the 


railroads. 


A 
tramway probably will be built 


from the quarry to the Pacific Elec- 
tric lines, where the crusher will be 
installed. 


The quarry will supply rock not 


only for the 309 miles of good roads, 
but will prove an almost Inexhaust- 
able supply for future needs of the 
county, it is expected. 


This purchase by the county of its 


own quarry put an end to all other 
propositions submitted to the county 
for rock supply. 


The last of these was received 


when J. E. Wickham, representing 
the Glendora syndicate, offered to sell 
the county 100 acres of rock-produc- 
ing land at Glendora for $20,000, or 
to sell 600,000 tons of crushed rock 
at the rate of 1000 tons a day for G5 
cents a ton. Other offers had been 
received to furnish rock at 50 cents 
a ton.

Tho navel season In the Covlnn dis- 


trict has been an exceptional one in 
mahy ways. 
While the season is 


nearly a 
month late and 
packing 


houses are experiencing some 
dlfli- 


culty In handling the fruit, prices are 
remaining at u good figure and the 
ranchets look upon the year as a fair- 
ly prosperous one. . 


Fruit Is beginning to drop from the 


trees to some extent In this district, 
the result of the extended packing 
Reason, but there will be very little 
loss from this source, although a few 
ranchers are getting anxious at the 
long delay In packing. The packing 
season for navela will probably last a 
montn longer, whereas it closed on 
April 15 last year. Some of the pack- 
Ing houses are running day and night 
In an attempt to got the fruit to the 
brisk market, which demands all that 
Is obtainable at this time. 


Ranchmen have received consider- 


ably higher prices than obtained last 
Hoason, which was the banner year 
for tho valley. The total output of na- 
vels has Increased 
lf> per cent, over 


last year, owing to new acreage and 
Intensive culture. 
Fertilizer has.been 


UHod to the utmost extent In the last 
three years In this district, and tho 
result has boon far In excess of the 
expocliitlona. 


The Increase In the crop of Valon- 


elas for this season Is oittlmated at 
'X\ per cent over that, of last year. Tho 
total shipments of tho Covina Fruit 
lOxchango for 
I'.tUT were (148 carloads 


of navels and Valeneias, while it Is 
estimated thore will he XT'* carloads 
for this year.
